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GORDON K. DOUGLASS 


It is the practice of the Sage of Painesville and Oakland to 
design a new sailboat every few years. He builds these boats 
and sells them to enthusiasts all over the country. Then he 
soundly trounces his customers in national competition. 

This may be an unusual way to conduct a business, but 
Gordon K. (Sandy) Douglass is an unusual man. And on the 
whole, the customers seem to be delighted. 

Douglass, of course, is the man who designed the fast, 
precedent breaking Thistle during his years at Painesville, 
Ohio. Later, at the same stand, he produced the bigger High- 
lander sloop. Three years ago, he gave birth to his latest 
offering, the Flying Scot, and shifted boat building opera- 
tions to his present base high in the Appalachian Plateau at 
Oakland, Maryland. 

In the course of a somewhat remarkable career, Douglass 
has been an automobile salesman, portrait painter, a self- 
taught and highly competent boat designer, and a champion 
canoeist, both under sail and paddle. 

Above all, Sandy is a first class small boat sailor with 
witchcraft in his hands and a remarkable record behind him. 
Consider these laurels: Thirteen Canadian canoe (paddling) 
titles, several American canoe (sailing) championships, three 
seconds in the North American International 14 Class cham- 


pionships and five national titles in the Thistle class. 

Last summer, just to keep the record consistent, the Clan 
Douglass (Sandy, wife Mary and their fourteen-year-old 
son) won the first Flying Scot nationals. For Sandy, now 
fifty-five and an ardent barbershop quartette singer, it was 
familiar music in a new key. 

Douglass was born in New Jersey, grew up a New Yorker 
and learned his sailing on Long Island Sound, Lake Hopat- 
cong, New Jersey and among the Thousand Islands of the St. 
Lawrence River. The teacher; his father, by Sandy’s own 
description “one of the best small boat sailors I have ever 
run across and my best competition for many years.” 

The younger Douglass did his first racing in sailing canoes 
—the undecked variety. At age eight, he won a novice race. 
At thirteen, he tied for the American championship. By 1920, 
he was competing in decked sailing canoes, winning the title 
in 1924 and 1925. 

After college (Dartmouth) Sandy worked first in an auto 
agency and then did an abrupt switch and began painting 
portraits for a living. He also kept right on paddling and 
sailing his own canoe. 

Sandy was notably successful in the paddling department. 
As a member of the Gananoque Canee Club of Canada, he 
won thirteen Canadian titles and even was picked for the 
1936 Canadian Olympic team. There was only one hitch to 
this honor; Douglass was a United States citizen. The Olym- 
pic Committee refused to let him paddle for Canada. 

By 1933, Uffa Fox and Roger deQuincy of England had 
developed a superior, planing type of sailing canoe. They 
visited these shores and returned bearing the International 
Challenge Cup home with them. Three years later, Douglass 
crossed the Atlantic, challenged for the trophy, and lost. 

There was one bit of consolation, however. Fox gave him 
the lines of the defending canoe, Wake. Sandy built one on 
similar lines, won the American title in 1937 and 1938, and 
retired undefeated. In his victory lay the germ of an idea— | 
the development of a light, planing sailboat hull. 

By 1937, Douglass finally was in a position to do something 
about the idea. The portrait painting business being what 
it was in the Great Depression (poor), he went into partner- 
ship building small sailboats. “The depression,” he recalls, 
“made me do what I probably should have done in the first 
place. My first boats were sailing canoes, but I soon realized 
that the market was too specialized. So the International 14 
came next.” 

Once again, the ubiquitous Uffa Fox helped provide in- 
spiration. He had developed a sloop rigged “14” far superior 
to the old Canadian cat-rigged fourteen footers Douglass 
had sailed.

the “14” and began production. These were, he believes, “the | 


first moulded sailboats, using modern methods.” 

The war interrupted production but it didn’t separate 
Douglass from his drafting board. The result was the seven- 
teen foot Thistle, now one of the country’s most popular one 
design sloops. 

“I was determined to promote the lively, planing sort of 
boat,” the designer says, “but I realized that for general use 
a larger and family type boat was needed.” He sailed the: 
first Thistle in 1945. 

“The Thistle has been described as a ‘blown up’ 14,”, 
Douglass remarks. “That is hardly true. Boats cannot success- | 
fully be scaled up or down. While I willingly acknowledge 
that the Thistle is derived from the type of design which Uffa 
Fox had developed, nevertheless the Thistle is the Thistle and 
quite a successful boat in her own right.” 

In Thistle competition, Sandy admits with becoming 
modesty, “the Douglasses have had a certain measure of 
success.” This might be classed as the understatement of the 
decade. In eleven years, Sandy and his wife “muddled 
through” (in his words) to five national Thistle titles plus 
two. seconds, a third and a fifth. 

For this singular string of successes, Douglass credits 
teamwork between the skipper and Wife Mary. The latter, 
he notes, “is far from being the Amazon type—she’s a con- 
cert pianist.” 

The twenty foot Highlander came along in 1949, a still 
larger family planing-racing boat. Again, Sandy had a suc- 
cessful design although he never raced actively in the class 
himself. 
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In 1956, Douglass left his old company (Douglass and 
McLeod of Painesville) and struck out on his own with a new 
design in mind. 

The Thistle and Highlander “were pretty ‘hot’ for some 
people to handle,” he reasoned. What was needed was a plan- 
ing hull “of inherent stability so that gymnastics and hiking 
were not necessary.” This called for concessions—greater 
hull weight, more beam, a more moderate sail plan. 

And so was born the first Flying Scot, a fiber glass nine- 
teen footer built in July of 1957. Although relatively new, 
the class is progressing nicely. There are three fleets on Long 
Island Sound; the Scot is strong in the Detroit River area. 
The Sheridan Shore Yacht Club at Wilmette, Illinois, will 
have a fleet of sixteen of the boats this spring. In all, there are 
sixteen active fleets at this writing. 

Sandy’s move into the far western reaches of Maryland 
was dictated by several practical reasons. Oakland is central- 
ly located for distribution. Jt has a good labor supply. And, 
just a few miles out of town, is beautiful Deep Creek Lake, ' 
twelve miles long and 2,500 feet above sea level. Here, 
Douglass can test and demonstrate his boats under almost 
ideal conditions. 

Once again the automobile business figures in his career. 
His “boatyard” is a former auto agency, complete with 
showroom. This physical plant is ideal for boat building. 

The outboard boat, he believes, “very definitely is helping 
the sport of sailing, bringing to the water millions who other- 
wise might never have come close to it. From these millions, 
thousands are realizing that sailing is the real sport . . .”

son. Thanks to. modern refrigerating 
and transportation methods, fresh 
fish and fresh-frozen fish are avail- 
able in markets all over the country. 


Fish is sold whole, dressed (with 


organs, head, tail, and fins re- 
moved), or cut into steaks, fillets, 
or sticks. When buying fish, keep 


in mind the following: For steaks, 
fillets, and sticks allow % Ib. per 
person; for dressed fish allow 1% Ib. 
per person; for whole fish allow 1 
Ib. per person. 


If you want to become expert at 
cooking fish, remember—hands off! 


| That is, handle the fish as little as 
| possible. 
| juicy. It needs no tenderizing and, 
| once it is cleaned, it needs very little 
| washing or soaking. Most fish cook 


Raw fish is tender and 


quickly. Overcooking makes fish

Fish may be boiled, baked, broiled, 


| deep-fat fried, pan fried, or steamed. 


Boiled: It is usually best to tie the 
fish in cheesecloth before boiling it, 
to keep it from falling apart. Bring 
water or-brath to a boil and then 
lower the flame and simmer gently. 
Onion, parsley, rosemary, fennel, or 
vegetables added to the water in 
which the fish is boiled, flavor the 
fish. You can use left-over liquid 
for making a sauce. 


Broiled: Always pre-heat the broil- 
er. Most fish should be brushed with 
melted butter or oil. Broiling time 
depends on the thickness of the fish, 
fish-fillet, or steak. Usually two- 
inches from the flame is a good dis- 
tance. Be careful not to overcook. 
Serve broiled fish immediately. 


Deep-fat Fried:. Choose fillets or 


-' very small whole fish. Dip fish in

milk, then in bread crumbs or 
cracker crumbs. Place one layer of 
fish in a wire frying basket. Heat 
fat to 350 to 385 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Fry three to five minutes or 
until golden brown. Serve at once. 


Pan Fried: Drop fish quickly into 
hot butter or vegetable fat. If you 
wish, you may bread the fish’ first 
by dipping them into milk, then into 
crumbs or flour. When fish is brown 
(three to five minutes) turn care- 
fully with a spatula and brown the 
second side. (Second side usually 
browns faster then the first—about 
three minutes.) Serve with lemon 
wedges, parsley, or a sauce. 


Steamed: This is a somewhat more 
complicated method of cooking fish 
because you must arrange a rack to 
hold the fish above water. Use a 
deep pot with a tight cover. Place 
two inches of water in the pot. Heat. 
When the water boils, tie fish in 
cheesecloth and arrange on a metal 
rack near the bottom of the pot. Do 
not let the fish touch the water. 
Cover pot. Steam fish one minute 
for each ounce of weight. Salt after 
fish is cooked. Herbs may be added 
to the water to flavor fish. 


PLANKED FISH 

Here is a dish that is wonderful— 
plain or fancy No _ complicated 
sauces or stuffings to worry about, 
but the result is a magnificent “pro- 
duction.” Any good-sized fish suit- 
able for baking can be used—the 
black bass, bluefish, pompano, snap- 
per, haddock, or halibut, which are 
plentiful in January. 


Use a wooden plank made from 
well-seasoned hickory, ash or oak, 
or an oven-glass platter. Put the 
cold plank in a cold oven. Then set 
oven at 400 degrees Fahrenheit. 
When plank is hot (about ten min- 


utes), take it from the oven and oil 
or butter it thoroughly. Arrange 
cleaned fish in the center. Bake 
nine to twelve minutes. Arrange 
piles of cooked vegetables around 
the fish, in the shape of a wreath. 


CARCASSONNE COD 

From your fish market, order three 
pounds of cod steaks. Cut these into 
serving pieces—enough for six per- 
sons. Into a frying pan (use a deep 


‘one) pour about 14 cup of olive oil. 


Add two onions (chopped), two 
tablespoons parsley (chopped). 
Heat over a low flame. Add cod 
steaks. Add 4 cup of water and 
simmer gently for fifteen minutes, 
until the water has been absorbed. 


In a separate pan, brown three 
tablespoons chopped almonds with 
a little butter. Add two tablespoons 
bread crumbs, mix, and brown. Add 
one cup chicken bouillon, stir, and 
bring to a boil. 


Pour boiling sauce over pan-fried 
cod steaks. On each plate, place a 


thin slice of toast, crusts removed. 


Arrange fish on top and pour sauce 
over all. Serve at once.

To | cup mayonnaise, add: 

1 tablespoon chopped green olives 
1 tablespoon chopped pickles 

1 tablespoon chopped capers 


Cucumber Sauce:

1 chopped cucumber, drained 

1 tablespoon vinegar 

a dash of salt 


Butter Sauce: 

Blend finely-minced parsley with 
soft butter. Add salt and pepper and 
1 tablespoon lemon juice.
